WASHINGTON (AP> — Pro- 
claiming "all our major mili- 
tary objectives" accomplished,

forces will be completely with- 
drawn from Cambodia by June 
30 
and 50,000 more American 
troops will be pulled out of Viet- 
nam by Oct. 15. 


"I can now state that this has 
been the most successful opera- 
tion of this long and 
difficult 
war," 
Nixon 
told the 
nation 
Wednesday night in a broadcast 
speech on the month-old cam- 
paign to destroy North 
Viet- 
namese bases and war supplies 
on Cambodian territory. 


Claims Critics Wrong 


He pictured his critics—wh(.<* 
accused him of widening and 
prolonging the war when he an- 
nounced the operation April 30 
—as being proved 
completely 
wrong. 


The President reported that 
17,000 of the 31,000 U.S. troops 
sent into Cambodia have been 
withdrawn already and the re- 
maining 14,000 will be out by the 
end of the month.

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
surviving war critics' attacks in 
the House, a bill to raise the na- 
tional debt ceiling by $18 billion 
heads for the Senate amid indi- 
cations its quick passage might 
hinge on the Cambodian

vote. It permits raising the na- 
tional debt limit from $377 bil- 
lion to $395 biUion.

Crisis In Health 


The Health of Americans, a subject of in­ 
creasing concern to every citizen, was exam­ 
ined by some of the nation’s outstanding leaders 
at the 37th American Assembly, an affiliate of 
Columbia University, New York. 


Some 60 men and women representing a 
broad range of experience, competence and lead­ 
ership took part in the assembly. They came up 
with some conclusions that warrant examina­ 
tion here: 


This nation is in a health crisis — a crisis 
marked by increased health expectation of a 
larger, better educated and generally more af­ 
fluent population. 


This crisis is manifested by inadequate serv­ 
ices, which are themselves fragmented, ineffi- 
cent, inequitably distributed and uncoordinated. 
Tlie crisis can be contained, but only by national 
commitment to prompt action of a sweeping 
nature. 


Steeply rising costs and inaccessibility of 
cai’e have created widespread dissatisfaction 
with the delivery of personal health services. 
The delivery system itself cannot much longer 
withstand assaults from over-demand, under­ 
supply and disorganization. Unchanged, it will 
break down.

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Health personnel are in short supply, in­ 
efficiently used, maldistjibuted and specialized 
without regard to priority of need. Health fa­ 
cilities, which should be interrelated, are inde­ 
pendently operated, unneccessarUy duplicative, 
improperly distributed, uneconomically utilized 
and often poorly managed. Health costs are in­ 
equitably distributed, rising faster than other 
costs and are catastrophic for many. 


This country now spends more than 60 bil­ 
lion dollars yearly to combat illness. ’Hi is is about 
7 per cent of gross national product. It repre­ 
sents nearly $300 per person. Nonetheless, most 
Americans do not have access to adequate health 
services. The 25 million poor are those most de­ 
prived of needed health care, and they have a 
higher than average incidence of illness. 


Commercial exploitation, ignorance, apathj^ 
and willful abuse contributed to mounting per­ 
sonal problems with social consequences: smok­ 
ing, excessive and improper food, lack of exer­ 
cise, drug abuse and alcoholism, unplanned and 
unw^anted pregnancies, avoidable diseases, men­ 
tal and emotional stresses. 


★ 
♦ 
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Environmental hazards to health are in­ 
creasing alarmingly: air and water pollution, 
radiation exposure, accidents, noise, noxxious 
chemicals in food, stresses and strains of ur­ 
banization and many forms of ecological im­ 
balance. 


The Assembly offers some recommenda­ 
tions calling for a cogent approach to upgrade 
health, requiring a major national commitment 
of will and resources. 


Recommendations range from coordinated 
federal policy and program development to the 
repeal of existing anti-abortion laws and a rec­ 
ognition of the fundamental distinction between 
drug use and abuse. 


Other recommendations call for vigorous 
promotion of adult and child health education 
and a national policy whereby society may de­ 
cide who should receive specific life-saving sei*v- 
ices such as kidney dialysis and organ trans­ 
plant — judgments which physicians should not 
have to make alone. 


The recommendations point out that con­ 
sumers have an obviously deep and primary in­ 
terest in health services and the health profes­ 
sions alone cannot be the sufficient guardians of 
that interest. It is lecommended that consumers 
have effective representation — wherever possi­ 
ble a majority — in the policy making processes 
of major health facilities and organizations. 


These and other recommendations should 
foiTn the guidelines along which the nation’s 
health patterns will develop in the crucial days 
which lie ahead for all our citizens.

Letters To The Press 


Decision For Privacy 


The Supreme Court, in a unanimous decision, 
has upheld an important facet of the individ­ 
ual’s right to privacy and reaffirmed the old 
tradition that a man’s home is his castle. 


The court uphelp a 1967 postal law which 
empowei-s a householder to refuse to accept 
pornographic mail. In effect, the recipient has 
the power to detennine what the postman can 
deliver. 


In writing the unanimous decision, Chief 
Justice Warren Earl Burger had this to say: 
“The power of tlie householder under the statute 
is unlimited. He or she may prohobit the mailing 
of a drygoods catalogue because he objects to 
the contents.” 


The couH upheld a 1967 postal law which 
postal law which enables a householder to have 
his name stricken from the lists of mass mailers. 
Continued violation of that section can lead to 
a jail sentence for the offender. 


* 
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Mail order houses had contended that the 
law violates the right to communicate, which 
it claims is protected under the First Amend­ 
ment. But even free speech has some limitations. 
Wliile a person or organization has a right to 
espouse his or its views, others have the right 
not to be forced to listea. 


Had the mail order view prevailed, It would 
he just as logical, it seems, to require house­ 
holders to keep their i*adios and television sets 
on at all times to protect the broadcasters “right 
to communicate.” 


The effect of the court’s decision is that a 
mailbox is a part of a man’s castle. lie doesn’t 
have to allow others to inundate his home with 
what he “in his sole discretion believes to be 
erotically arousing oi’ sexually provocative,” ac- 
coring to Chuef Justice Burger. 


The Chief Justice contended that censoring 
is a Job for the recipient of “dirty” books and 
not the task of the Postoffice, whose job is sim­ 
ply to carry the mail. It is not the business of 
tlie goveniment to decide what people should 
read. That'f 41 responsibility of the individual.

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Crisis In Health 


The Health of Americans, a subject of in­ 
creasing concern to every citizen, was exam­ 
ined by some of the nation’s outstanding leaders 
at the 37th American Assembly, an affiliate of 
Columbia I’niversitv, New York. 
Some 60 men and women representing a 
broad range of experience, competence and lead­ 
ership took part in the assembly. They came up 
with some conclusions that warrant examina­ 
tion here: 
This nation is in a health crisis — a crisis 
marked by increased health expectation of a 
larger, better educated and generally more af­ 
fluent population. 
This crisis is manifested by inadequate serv­ 
ices, which are themselves fragmented, ineffi- 
cent, inequitably distributed and uncoordinated. 
The crisis can lie contained, but only by national 
commitment to prompt action of a sweeping 
nature. 
Steeply rising costs and inaccessibility of 
care have created widespread dissatisfaction 
with the delivery of personal health services. 
The delivery system itself cannot much longer 
withstand assaults from over-demand, under­ 
supply and disorganization. Unchanged, it will 
break down.

★ 
Health personnel are in short supply, in­ 
efficiently used, maldistributed and soecialized 
without regard to priority of need. Health fa­ 
cilities, which should be interrelated, are inde­ 
pendently operated, unnecessarily duplicative, 
improperly distributed, uneconomically utilized 
and often poorly managed. Health costs are in­ 
equitably distributed, rising faster than other 
costs and are catastrophic for many. 
This country now spends more than 60 bil­ 
lion dollars yearly to combat illness. This is about 
7 per cent of gross national product. Tt repre­ 
sents nearly $300 per person. Nonetheless, most 
Americans do not have access to adequate health 
services. The 25 million poor are those most de­ 
prived of needed health care, and they have a 
higher than average incidence of illness. 
Commercial exploitation, ignorance, apathy 
mid willful abuse contributed to mounting per­ 
sonal problems with social consequences: smok­ 
ing, excessive and improper food, lack of exer­ 
cise. drug abuse and alcoholism, unplanned and 
unwanted pregnancies, avoidable diseases, men­ 
tal and emotional stresses.

Environmental hazards to health are in­ 
creasing alarmingly: air and water pollution, 
radiation exposure, accidents, noise, noxxious 
chemicals in food, stresses and strains of ur­ 
banization and many forms of ecological im­ 
balance. 
The Assembly offers some recommenda­ 
tions calling for a cogent approach to upgrade 
health, requiring a major national commitment 
of vill and resources. 
Recommendations range from coordinated 
federal policy and program development to the 
repeal of existing anti-abortion laws and a rec­ 
ognition of the fundamental distinction between 
drug use and abuse. 
Other recommendations call for vigorous 
promotion of adult and child health education 
and a national policy whereby society may de­ 
cide who should receive specific life-saving seiw- 
ices such as kidney dialysis and organ trans­ 
plant — judgments which physicians should not 
have to make alone. 
The recommendations point out that con­ 
sumers have an obviously deep and primary in­ 
terest in health services and the health profes­ 
sions alone cannot be the sufficient guardians of 
that interest. It is recommended that consumers 
have effective representation — wherever possi­ 
ble a majority — in the policy making processes 
of major health facilities and organizations. 
These and other recommendations should 
form the guidelines along which the nation’s 
health patterns will develop in the crucial days 
which lie ahead for all our citizens.

Decision For Privacy 
The Supreme Court, in a unanimous decision, 
has upheld an important facet of the individ­ 
ual’s right to privacy and reaffirmed the old 
tradition that a man’s home is his castle. 
The court uphelp a 1967 postal law which 
empowers a householder to refuse to accept 
pornographic mail. In effect, the recipient has 
the power to determine what the postman can 
deliver. 
In writing the unanimous decision. Chief 
Justice Warren Earl Burger had this to say: 
“The power of the householder under the statute 
is unlimited. He or she may prohobit the mailing 
of a drygoods catalogue because he objects to 
the contents.” 
Tile court upheld a 1967 postal law which 
postal law' which enables a householder to have 
his name stricken from the lists of mass mailers. 
Continued violation of that section can lead to 
a jail sentence for the offender.

Mail order h o u se s had contended that the 
law violates the right to communicate, which 
it claims is protected under the First Amend­ 
ment. But even free speech has some limitations. 
While a person or organization has a right to 
espouse his or its views, ethers have the right 
not to be forced to listen. 
Had the mail order view prevailed, it would 
be just as logical, it seems, to require house­ 
holders to keep their radios and television sets 
on at all times to protect the broadcasters “right 
to communicate.” 
The effect of the court’s decision is that a 
mailbox is a part of a man’s castle. He doesn’t 
have to allow others to inundate his home with 
what he “in his sole discretion believes to be 
erotically arousing or sexually provocative,’' ac- 
coring to Chuef Justice Burger. 
The Chief Justice contended that censoring 
Is a job for the recipient of “dirty” books and 
not the task of the Postoffice, whose job is sim­ 
ply to carry the mail. It is not the business of 
the government to decide what people should 
re,id. That’s s responsibility of the individual.

Area Public Schools, said that 
the Board of Education wishes 
to stress that the terminology 
*'up to 12.6 mills" is used be­ 
cause of the continuing uncer­ 
tainty as to the amount of state 
support for schools next year. 


Should there be a sufficient 
increase in state 
funds, 
the 
board would levy as much less 
than fha 12.6 mill request as 
possible, Barrett said. 


Barrett went on further to 
say that it should be pointed 
out that the amount being re­ 
quested is Just a small increase 
over what was paid this past 


year. There are 9.4 mills expir­ 
ing, or this number of mills 
the schools had this past year 
for operation but which will go 
off the tax rolls unless renewed. 


Then, to meet additional op­ 
erating costs, an additional 2.5 
mills are being requested. The 
tentative budget for the new 
year is approximately $340,000 
higher than the past year. This 
is an increase of 11.5 per cent, 
or less than the average annual 
increases of the past few years 
of 15 per cent. 


Barrett said that more than 
two-thirds of this increase is for 
wages and salaries of 275 teach­ 
ing and non-teaching employes 
under 
negotiated 
agreements 
with them. The balance of the 
increase results 
from 
higher 
costs of teaching supplies, high­ 
er operational costs, increases 
in insurance costs, the need for 
proper maintenance of build­ 
ings and numerous other items. 


Another portion of the mili­ 
age being requested by the Es­ 
canaba Board results from loss 
of miliage through allocation. 
The allocation for schools for 
next year was reduced by sev- 
en-tenths of a mill, that amount 
being added to the allocation 
for Delta County.

Julian MuT' 
ray told the court it may get 
into *‘a new field of law” before 
it’s over.

The 
present state aid law requires 
that for the 1970-71 school year 
school district must levy at 
least 12 mills for school opera­ 
tion in order to receive state 
aid fimds and must levy 14 
mills to participate fully. 


Anything between 12 and 14 
miUs would mean that the state 
aid would be reduced propor­ 
tionately. Without the miliage 
requested, the Escanaba Area 
School District would be levy­ 
ing only 11 mills (8 mills allo­ 
cated plus 3 mills voted in 1966 
and having just one more year 
to run) and would be able to 
qualify for state aid fimds. 


Court To Rule 
On House Plan 
For Poor People 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 
Supreme Court may rule Mon­ 
day on a California case that 
could have national bearing on 
the Itegal rights of poor people 
and the pace of public housing 
construction across the country. 


At issue is a 1950 amendment 
to thie California constitution 
giving state residents a veto 
over public housing projects in 
their area. 


The amendment bars low-rent 
housing construction by cities or 
counties unless the project is 
approved by majori'^ vote of 
area residents. 


Papers filed with the court in­ 
dicate similar legislation exists 
in Minnesota, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, Texas, Bermont and 
Birginia. 


Up for action by the Justices 
is an appeal by the city of San 
Jose of a ruling by a federal 
court in San Francisco ti^at held 
the 
amendment 
unconstitu­ 
tional. 


The San Jose city council, by 
a 6-1 vote, found a neied in 1966 
for low-rent housing in the com­ 
munity, established a housing 
autiiority and put before the votp 
ers in 1968 a proposal to con­ 
struct up to 1,000 units in var­ 
ious sections of the city. 


The measiu'e was defeated 
when 57,896 votes w«re east for 
iit and 68.527 against. 


A group of welfare recipients 
living in overcrowded facilities 
sued in federal court, claiming 
the amendment was discrimina­ 
tory and unconstitutionial. They 
pointed to exemptions in the 
amendment excusing the need 
for voter approval of federally 
owned housing and housing for 
public employes and university 
students. 


The decision by the three- 
judge court, as given by district 
Judge 
Robert 
F. 
Peckham, 
agreed, sasring California could 
not make assistance for the 
poor more difficult to obtain 
than 
assistance 
for 
other 
groups.

Ohio, two reform minded Demo­ 
crats say they hope to deter­ 
mine wiiere the various candi­ 
dates stand on such issues as 
seniority, powers of committee 
chairmen, and the practice of 
holding secret committee ses- 
sk)n5. 


Reuss and Vanik want to pin 
the candidates down on reform 
issues early in the campaign so 
their positions wEl be cfearly 
known when the majority lead­ 
ers post is filled next year.

war, lengthen our involvement, 
postpone troop withdrawals. But 
the operation was taken for pre­ 
cisely the opposite reasons—and 
it has had precisely the opposite 
effect." 


He continued; “I want to ex­ 
press my deep appreciation to­ 
night to the millions of Ameri­ 
cans who supported me then 
and who have supported me 
since in our efforts to win a just 
peace... 


Ready To Listen 


"As President," he went on, 
"I have a responsibility to listen 
to those in this country who dis­ 
agree with my poHciies. But I 
also have a solemn obligati<»i to 
make the hard decisions which I 
find are necessary to protect the 
lives of the 400,000 young Ameri­ 
cans remaining in Vietnam." 


Nixon’s critics in the Senate 
won a smaU measure of success 
just hours before the Presi­ 
dent's speech when they turned 
back an effort to get a proposal 
to ban' U.S. military operations 
in Cambodia after Jime 30. 
Proposal Rejected 
By a 54-36 vote, the Senate re­ 
jected a proposal sponsored by 
Kansas Republican Robert J. 
Dole to allow the President to 
continue use of American units 
in Cambodia as long as U.S. 
troops are held prisoner there. 


Dole’s proposal was a rider to 
an amendment by Sens. Frank 
Church, 
D-Idaho, 
and 
John 
Sherman Cooper, RrKy., to cut 
off all fimds for U.S. military 
activity in Cambodia after Nix­ 
on’s 
proclaimed 
withdrawal 
deadline. 


Also Wednesday, the House 
turned back an attempt by war 
critics to amend a bill raising 
the nation’s debt limit to force a 
quicker withdrawal from South­ 
east Asia by cutting $6 bilUon in 
defense 
money. 
That 
effort 
failed on a procedural vote, 273 
to 85. 


Speech Criticised 


As expected, critics of Nixon’s 
Cambodian decision remained 
critical after the speech, his 
supporters continued 
support­ 
ing. 


Democratic 
Sens. 
Church, 
Alan Cranston of California and 
Edmund Muskie of Maiinis all re­ 
peated 
their 
previous 
senti­ 
ments—the 
initial 
Cambodian 
thrust was an escalation of the 
war 
that 
would 
accomplish 
nothing good in the long range. 
The attack drove the Cambo. 
dians "farther into the arms of 
CV>mmunist China” and “tied 
ourselvies more closely to the 
fortunes of the Saigon regime," 
was the way Muskie put it. 


House (]K>P Leader Gerald R. 
Ford and the Republicans’ No. 2 
man in the Senate, Robert Grif­ 
fin, said Nixon was impressive 
and reassuring. 


One critic found something 
good to say about the Nixon ad­ 
dress. Sen. Charles Percy, R- 
m., said the President was reas­ 
suring and praised Nixon for

For Starting Fight

saic* hockey goalie Terry Saw­ 
chuk before he died, blamed 
himself for the fight in which he 
was injured, the New York Post 
said Wednesday.

Beach, N.Y., as having said that 
Sawchuk told him: “I started it, 
and I finishec’ it.” 


Sawchuk’s teammate on the 
New York Hangers, Ron Stew­ 
art, told the newsppaper that he 
and Sawchuk had fallen over a 
barbecue cart as they wrestled 
in tiie dark outside the rented 
house they shared on Long Is­ 
land. Both men were separated 
from their wives. 


“I think he hit himi>oli against 
one of the protrusions on the 
cooker—or possibly against my 
knee,” Stewart said.

“I could 
jeopardize myself or somebody 
depending on me.” 


Tlie rod was embedded in his 
left thigh following a 1967 auto 
accident, he said. The doctors 
gave him a choice between *the 
rod and several months in a 
body cast. He cihoose 'the rod. 


Sparks said he was fully out­ 
fitted and prepared to leave on 
a Tuesday flight to Vietnam 
when he was ordered to take the 
physical. Sparks said he ddd not 
ask fbr the réévaluation.

Crisis In Health 


I'he 11 callh of Americans, a subject of in­ 
creasing concern to every citizen, was exam­ 
ined l)y some of the nation’s outstanding leaders 
at the 87th American Assembly, an a ffilia te of 
Coiumbia rniversity. New York, 
Some 60 men and women representing a 
broad range of experience, competence and lead­ 
ership took part in the assembly. They came up 
with some conclusions that warrant examina­ 
tion hero: 
This nation is in a healtli crisis — a crisis 
marked by increased health expectation of a 
lai’gei’, better educated and generally more af­ 
fluent î>opiilation. 
This crisis is manifested by inade<iuate serv­ 
ices. which are themselves fi’agmenled. ineffi- 
cent. inequiteblv dn^tiibutcd and uncoordinated. 
The crisis can he contained, hut only by national 
commitment to prompt action of a sweeping 
natiivp. 
Steepl\‘ rising costs and inaccessibility of 
cai'e liave created widespread dissatisfaction 
with ^he delivery of personal health services. 
The delivery system itself cannot much longer 
withstand assaults from over-demand, nnder- 
siipply and disorganization. Unchanged, it will 
break down.

Health personnel are in short supply, in­ 
efficiently used, maldistributed and specialized 
without regard to priority of need. Health fa­ 
cilities, which should be interrelated, are inde­ 
pendently operated, unneccessaiily duplicative, 
improperly distributed, uneconomically utilized 
and often poorly managed. Health costs are in­ 
equitably distributed, rising fa ster than other 
costs and are catastrophic for many. 
This country now spends more than 60 bil­ 
lion dollars yearly to combat illness. This is about 
7 per cent of gross national product. It repre­ 
sents nearly $300 per person. Nonetheless, most 
Amencans do not have access to adequate health 
services. The 25 million poor are those most de­ 
prived of needed health care, and they have a 
higher than average incidence of illness. 
Commercial exploitation, ignorance, apathy 
and willful abuse contributed to mounting per­ 
sonal problems with social consequences: smok­ 
ing, excessive and impix)per food, lack of exer­ 
cise. drug abuse and alcoholism, unplanned and 
unwanted pregnancies, avoidable diseases, men­ 
tal and emotional stresses.

Environmental hazards to health are in­ 
creasing alarmingly: air and water pollution, 
radiation exposure, accidents, noise, noxxious 
chemicals in food, stresses and strains of ur­ 
banization and many forms of ecological im­ 
balance. 
The Assembly offers some recommenda­ 
tions calling for a cogent approach to upgrade 
health, requiring a major national commitment 
of will and resources. 
Recommendations range from coordinated 
federal policy and program development to the 
repeal of existing anti-abortion laws and a rec­ 
ognition of the fundamental distinction between 
drug use and abuse. 
Other recommendations call for vigorous 
promotion of adult and child health education 
and a national policy whereby society may de­ 
cide who should receive specific life-saving seiw- 
ices such as kidney dialysis and organ trans­ 
plant — judgments which physicians sliould not 
have to make alone. 
The recommendations point out that con­ 
sumers have an obviously deep and primary in­ 
terest in health services and the health profes­ 
sions alone cannot be the sufficient guardians of 
tha t interest. It is recommended that consumers 
have effective representation — wherever possi­ 
ble a m ajority — in the policy making processes 
of major health facilities and organizations. 
These and other recommendations should 
foiTn the guidelines along which the nation’s 
health patterns will develop in the crucial days 
which lie ahead for all our citizens.

Decision For Privacy 
The Supreme Court, in a unanimous decision, 
has upheld an important fa cet of the individ­ 
ual’s right to privacy and reaffirmed the old 
tradition tha t a man’s home is his castle. 
The court uphelp a 19 67 postal law which 
empowers a householder to refuse to accept 
pornographic mail. Tn effect, the recipient has 
the power to detei*mine what the postman can 
deliver. 
Tn writing the unanimous decision, Cliief 
J ustice Warren Earl Burger had this to say: 
*‘The power of the householder under the sta tute 
is unlimited. He or she may prohobit the mailing 
of a drygoods catalogue because he objects to 
the contents.” 
Tlie court upheld a 19 67 postal law which 
postal law which enables a householder to have 
liis name stiicken from the lists of mass mailers. 
Continued violation of that section can lead to 
a jail sentence foi- the offender.

Mail order houses had contended that the 
law violates the nght to communicate, which 
it claims is protected under the First Amend­ 
ment. But even free speech has some limitations. 
While a person or organization has a right to 
espouse his or its views, r+hers have the right 
not to be forced to liste 
a. 
Had the mail order view prevailed, it would 
be just as logical, it seems, to require house­ 
holders to keep their radios and television sets 
on at all times to protect the broadcasters “ right 
to communicate.” 
The effect of the court’s decision is that a 
mailbox is a part of a man’s castle. He doesn’t 
have to allow others to inundate his liome with 
wha t he “ in his sole discretion believes to he 
erotically arousing or sexually provocative,” ac- 
coring to Chuef J ustice Burger. 
The Chief J ustice contended tha t censoring 
in a job for the recipient of “ dirty” books and 
not the ta.sk of the Postoffice, whose job is sim­ 
ply to Ciirry the mail, it is not the business of 
the govenim ent to decide what people should 
read. Tha t’s

sharply opposed \iolence, ex­

The board, meeting at

UAW Family Education Center 
at Black Lake near Onaway , 
Mich., urged the union's 1.6 
million members to “avoid and 
prevent the extremes of ten'or, 
phy sical assault and even verbal 
abuse against those who dis­ 
agree on the great issues of our 
time.” 
Noting that UAW local and 
international 
union 
leaders 
themselves have been targets of 
violence in the past and that 
scores of members have been 
"targjets of terror” when pro­ 
testing “the oppression of the 
work place,” the board said 
"There must be no resort to 
violence. 
"Every American citizen has 
the 
sacred right of peaceful 
protest and peaceful demonstra­ 
tio n,” said the board. "We will 
support that right even though 
we may totally disagree with

cause.” 
The board pointed out that the 
UAW has taken an official stand 
apposing the war in Indochina 
but added, “As the war in Viet­ 
nam escalates, so does violence 
at home. The strident and vio­ 
lent tactics of a tiny group of 
ex tremists opposed to the Viet­ 
nam War. the biiital.

students by supporters of the 
Vietnam War, the inflammatory 
rhetoric of people in high places 
a re polarizing our naticai.

Oil Firm Pleads

ters of the Gulf of Mexico. 
“C:hev ron pleads not guilty to 
each of the 900 counts of the in­ 
dictment,’’ 
attorney Lawrence 
Benson said Wednesday at a 
b rief arraignment in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court. 
It was the first case of its kind 
and Asst. U.S. Atty. Julian Mur­ 
ray told the court it may get 
into “ a new field of law” b efore 
it’s ov er. 
Judge Alv in B. 
Rub in gav e 
Benson 60 days in which to pre­ 
pare defense motions on the 
charges that Chev ron failed to 
equip 90 of its offshore weUs 
with safety dev ices. 
The judge set June 17 for 
hearing of Benson’s motion for 
permission 
to read the secret 
record of the grand jury which 
indicted the firm.

million ait Plymouth. 
Mrs. Pino told the councilors 
her husb and had a jdb waiting 
as a meat cutter in a m arket 
owned b y his nephew. 
In addition to the sentence for 
conspiracy, Pino also faces pos- 
.« iib le deportation to Italy In con­ 
nection with an offense commilt- 
ted when he was 17. 
Of the 11 men accused of the 
Brink’s rob b ery, two died with­ 
out b eing b rought to trial and 
another, who was chief witness 
for the prosecution was freed 
after appeals ran their course. 
Of the eight who receiv ed hfe 
sentences, two died in prison 
and the others, except Pino, had
